How lo instill correct discipline 
habits in your child, how to help 
your child get along with other 
children, how to develop cour­ 
teous and healthful habits of 
your child.

During the next two hours the 
child will be taken into a kin­ 
dergarten room and will work on 
creative experiences with clay, 
paints, and music. Each mother 
will closely observe her own 
child and study his habits, and 
will record on a sheet given her, 
the good habits that she wants 
to encourage and the bad habits 
that she wants to change. The 
teacher will help each mother

work out her problems during 
this session and will consider 
them in detail during the first 
hour of the netx meeting of the 
class.

In addition to your participat­ 
ing in the open discussion group, 
you will be g^ven assistance and 
counsel by the adult education 
teacher, Mrs. Warnell- -and from, 
time to time by the Principal of 
the Seaside School, the Director 
of Instruction and the Psycholo­ 
gist of the Torrance Unified 
School District.
